Remarks 

Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of this application as amended. 
Claims 1, 6-7, 11-21, and 25-26 have been amended. No claims have been canceled. No 
new claims have been added. Therefore, claims 1-27 are now presented for examination. 
The following remarks are in response to the final Office Action mailed on April 4, 2005, 
and a teleconference with the Examiner on August 22, 2005. 

35 U.S.C. § 103(a) Rejections 

Claims 1, 6, 8-1 1, 18-21 and 27 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a), as being 
unpatentable over Pauls, U.S. Patent No. 5,983,382 ("Pauls"), in view of Gerendai et al., 
U.S. Patent No. 6,629,285. ("Gerendai"). 

Claims 1,11 and 21 have been amended in light of the Examiner's remarks 
during a teleconference on August 22, 2005. Applicants respectfully submit that claims 
1,11 and 21 are in proper condition for allowance. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully 
request that the rejection of claims 1,11 and 21 and their dependent claims be withdrawn. 

Claims 2-3, 5, 7, 12-13, 15, 17, 22 and 25-26 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
§103(a), as being unpatentable over ("Pauls"), in view of ("Gerendai") in view of Luby 
U.S. Patent No. 6,307,487 ("Luby"). 

With regard to claims 2-3, 5, 7, 12-13, 15, 17, 22 and 25-26, they depend from 
one of independent claims 1,11 and 21 and thus, include the limitations of the 
independent claim from which they depend. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully 
request the withdrawal of the rejection of claims 2-3, 5, 7, 12-13, 15, 17, 22 and 25-26. 
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Claims 4, 14 and 23 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a), as being 
unpatentable over Pauls, in view of Gerendai, Luby, and in further view of Brown, U.S. 
Patent No. 6,366,622. ("Brown"). 

With regard to claims 4, 14 and 23, they depend from one of independent claims 
1,11 and 21 and thus, include the limitations of the independent claim from which they 
depend. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request the withdrawal of the rejection of 
claims 4, 14 and 23.
